Their wars abroad having cxhaufted the 
treafures of the Englith Kings, they were 
conftrained to have trequent recourfe to 
the Parliament for extraordinary fupplies ; 
which the commons feldom voted, with- 
out wifely bargaining, at the fame time, for 
fome enlargement of the national puvile. 
ges. Thus it happened contiary io the 
common courfe of events, that the Eng 
lith nation obfained fome of the mot im- 
portant conceffions and grants in favour 
of jiberty, from fuch kings as were fired 
with ambition and diftinguifhed fos their 
courage and talents ; who, had they not 
emploved their reftiefs minds and wafled 
their ftrength abroad, would have been the 
molt difpofed and the beft able to have ef- 
tablithed a iyflem ot abfolute ¢eipotilin at

It may with juftice be fwther remarked, 
that the Engtith houfe ofcommons acqui- 
red a great increafe of Prength and confe- 
guence from the [piritof commerce, which 
began, about two cefituries ago, to per- 
vace the nation.

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FRENCH METHOD OF STACKING WHEAT. 


GENTLEMAN who had no- 
ticed the modes of agriculture, on the 
banks of the Rhine, in Flanders and in 
France, has remarked that the people ot 
thofe countries commonly ftack their wheat 
and leave it in the field. 1 heir manner of 
{tacking is as follows : ‘* they fet one theat 
upright, with the ears uppermoft, and 
round that place a circle of many other 
fheaves with the ears uppermott, inclin- 
ing on the firft fheat ; and when fo placed, 
they look like the figure of an extinguifh- 
er. Then they lay an horizontal circle of 
fherves, with all the ears in the centre, 
and cover thofe ears in the middle with a 
loole fheaf or two. Thus placed they are 
protested from all wet, and may remain fix 
weeks or two months, as fale, as in a 
barn.”

GOOD CiDER AS EASILY MADE AS BAD. 
To make Cider of early or late fruit, that 

will keep any length of time, without 

the trouble of frequent drawing off. 


TAKE the largeft cafk you have on 
your tarm, trom a barrel upwards ; puta 
few flicks in the bottom, in the manner 
that houfe-wives fet alye-cafk, fo as to 
raife a vacancy of two or three inches from 
ihe bottom of the cafk ; then lay over 
thele flicks either a clean old blanket, or,

ifthat be not at hand, a quantity of the 
fwindlings of flax, fo as to make a coat ot 
about a quarter of an inch thick when it is 
well preffed down ; then put in fo much 
clean wafhed fand, trom a beach er road, 
as will cover about fix or eight inches in 
depth of your veflel ; pafs all your cider 
from the prefs through a table cloth, fuf- 
pended by the corners, which will take 
out the pummice ; and pour the liquor 
gently upon the fand, through which it 
muft be fuflered to filter gradually ; and | 
as it runs off by atap inferted in your vef- | 
fel in the vacancy made by the flicks at the | 
bottom, it will be found, by this eafy meih- || 
od, as clear as cider can be expected, alter | 
the moft laborious procefs of refining ; 
and ail the mucilaginous miatter, which 
caufes the fermentation and fouring of ci- 
der, will be fo feperated as to prevent that 
difagrecable confequence.

OF APERTURES IN HABITATIONS ANB 
CELLARS, 


IT is a general pra€tice in America, to 
have many windows in habitations and 
cellars ; and to leave them open in hot 
weather for letting in the air. When in 
fuch weather there happens to be a breeze, 





| fome benefit is received by the few per- 
fons who can fit clofe to the window.— 
, But as the air from without, when the 
| fun fhines, is full 20 degrees hotter than 
| within doors, the air looked for brings 

with it that increafe of heat ; yet concen- 
| trated ina ftream, as it rufhes through the 
| windows, it relieves perfons on whom it 
firtkes with fenfations of coolnefs. But 
it the houfe is fhut up during the hot fun- 
{hining part of the day, the family feels 
_ more coolnefs and comfort than when the 
| windows are open for letting in the wind, 
which is a€tually hot. And how is it in 
the time of calm? The having a few a- 
pertures in habitations 1s advantagecus 
| both againfi cold and heat, 


Cellar windows are improperly left o- 
pen curing the whole time of the hot fea- 
fon, for letting in cool air; when in fa 
the air let in is heated above 20 degrees 
more than the nearly Ragnant air in the 
cellar.

erable to the common praétice : Shut up 
the cellar during the hot feafon, from 
May ull O@ober, night and day ; or o-
